No braver or better firemen live than
those Somerset bous(s of, As a role they
are not owners of property, have nothing
at stake, and unpaid, expose their lives
and health to save the property of their
neighbors, Nesrly every one of them
has a suit of clothing ruined at each fire
that occurs, which he has to replace at
his own expense. They should be pro-
vided, st the publie expense, with gum
coats and fireman’s hats at once. Why
not haold a fiir to raise a fund for this
purpose? Will not the Iadies take hold of
this matter and show their appreciation
of the gallant fireman?

In this connection it ought w be said
that the building in which the hose car-
riages are kept is badly located in a dark
alley, and in every way unfitted for the
use to which it is put. In winter it js al-
most inaccessible. As weunderstand it
the lot owned by the borough was intend-
ed for just such purpose. Why not erect
& two-story brick building on the Main
street front, using a part of the lower
